But things were bogging down. Pav- 
cud's roovementt in Italy were becom- 
ing hard to explain to the Allies.

VIC for the murder of the Bishop of 
the Serbian Orthodox Church Peur' 
Zimonjid, for the murder of dtizens 
of Serbian nationality in three areas 
—of both sexes and various ages; for 
the murder of* all dtizcnl of Gypsy 
origin in three areas; for the murder 
of a. number of Jewish people and 
patrtoUc Croats. The iodictment names 
as among the victims tome fiCey-eighz 
dttldren ranging from sixteen days to 
16 years of age. a host of women from 
agStcen to eighty-five yeats of age, 
whose names fill almost diirteen pages 
of the record, birty-tev’en priests of ^e 
Serbian Orthodox Church and forty- 
eight Rabbb and canton.

demanded in accordance with the 
agTfcrocnt on extradition concluded 
lietwem the U.5.A and tlie fbmer 
Kingdom of Seibia in 1901*2 which 
is stni tu porrer. Substantial evidence 
v/as atud^d to the indictment (eye* 
viuieu statrmems, written documents, 
deoves, laws, etc). 

Af-er being placed tn custody Ar* 
CuKos'if lodgM a complaint during the 
pitvfovis **babca» corpus*' procedure 
in which he geueraUy denied all the 
charges and evidence irbilc advancing 
two xnajer objections; that the 1901-2 
Treaty on Extraditiou is no longer 
v'diid, and even if it were that Article 
6 of this instrument explidcly states 
(hat political offences are exempt from 
cxcrailidon and that it is Immediately 
obvlcm from the Yugoslav charges and 
evidence that predt-ely pcliiical erimts 
are iuTolved hi this case. Aitukoki^ 
tuppiemented these objcctious by the 
falsification uf h^rical events, ngur* 
log 33 a political opponent of- ttxlny's 
Yugoslavia, witli a view to convincing 
the court and particr.lar]y tert:un ctr* 
cles of the VS. public opinion that 
his extradition is sought for reasons 
of political vengeance. 

This gave rise lo a series ct com- 
plications which led to endless court 
hearings, imiunicrablc written repre- 
seRtaiioas, two dedsioru of the dis- 
tiia court, one of the Court of Appe.^l 
and two of the Supreme Court while 
the procc;dlng8 were stiil in il»e prel- 
iminary stage. As it was legally estab- 
lished that the. 1901*2 .agreement gs 
exiraditioo is still valid, the main ob- ■ 
jection of Attuhpvi£ became null and 
void (this took three years) the dis- 
trict court ^.nd Court of Appeal, with- 
out ocareining the erldence on its mer- 
it] hrooghr anulo'^ou; decisions to Uie 
effect that it is immediately obvious 



that political offences are in question 
and Ut tt there can be no mention of 
extradition. Owing to the special legal 
demarche (Writ of Certiorari) o! the 
Yugoslav representative ng^in&r these 
incorrect and truly monstruous deci- 
sions, the U.S. Supreme Court at last 
brought its present dedsion v/hich set 
the whole aae in the right path. The 
Supreme Couit annulled the previous 
decuioni, oidercd the arrest of Amt- 
kovid and a public hearing on the 
meria of t);C evidence and indictment 
bcfoio the competent jtididary organ 
(Commissioner). All this Uiok ano^er 
three years. 

In view of the preWous experiences 
to CTnbark on too a serioos prognras 
and disappointments wt: could uoc 
wish as lo the further course and dura- 
tion -of the iKTOcecdio^x .AxiukuviC 
should uow be returned to cu'tGciy. 
According ic the prcflominsnc ntti* 
lude of the U.S. judicature, release 
on bail is not penxtissiblc in care of 
crimes for which capitrl or other se- 
rious puni.',h:ncT:ts ace fare^een. None* 
theiess baU is to a oert^.ia extent the 
discrctiunoiy powei of the first drgtee 
court Cdter procedural delays and 
manoucTTCS are also posfibk to whicti 
Artukovie will certainly take recauise 
as he b'U done so far. iu as far as 
those who are ptotecf iug him do not 
enable him to flee. 

However, according to the normal 
course of events, a puhUc hearing is 
due on the essential Actual and legal 
arguments. As for the facts on the 
crimes and ,\Ttukovi£*s direct share in 
them the Yugoslav evidence is exten- 
sive and concre'x so tax; it is lucit un- 
likely that hi» defense will be able 
to disprove any cf (he mere serious 
crimes. Ccnseqitently It Kcms that the 
legal appraisal of the pro^'cn facts will 
be th‘: foain p^lnt oC discusslort. As 
shown by the previom prooedure it 
is here that the Yugoslav attitude and 
that cf Artukovi^ are completely di- 
veigeut.

The Artukovid case is the first in 
which the extradition of a criminal 
of this kind fn>m U.S. territory u de- 
manded. It u therefore fairly under- 
rtaodable tfia: the American judica- 
ture is ap-'Toeching thU matter with 
a ccrituu degree of, -vacillation and 
ueder the inttueixe of oettain conser- 
vatit*e traditions, ft should abc be 
borne in mind to a certain extent 
that some of the aforementioned ta- 
tcri,ational instnunenu have no: been 
ratified by Uie VJS. internal iegula- 
lion.

U.8. ALSO ADOPTS RESOLUTION OF THE INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE IN MEX- 
ICO ON THE PROBLEMS. OF WAR AND PEACE. 

In' 1946, tho United States was represented Ly the then Secretary of State SteltiaJus at the Inter- 
national Conference held in Mexico.
